The continuation of such exploi­ 
tation should be considered an 
act of imperialism which must 
be liquidated by the Arab coun­ 
tries.”

off oil shipments to Britain, the 
United States and West Ger­ 
many. The Arabs soon realized 
they were suffering more than 
anyone else, 
and oil started 
flowing again. 


The three Arab states that 
have most of the oil did not at­ 
tend the Cairo conference. Saudi 
Arabia 
and 
Kuwait 
already 
have made it clear that they do 
not intend to cut their own eco­ 
nomic throats, and even the new 
revoluionary 
government 
of 
Libya is not likely to choke off 
the goose that lays a golden egg 
worth a billion a year. 
Of the countries at the con­ 
frontation summit-so called be­ 
cause the five nations are those 
with troops 
actively engaged 
against Israel—only Iraq is a 
big oil exporter. American in­ 
terests comprise about 23 per 
cent of the Western-owned Iraq 
Petroleum Co., which produces 
Iraq’s oil. 
It would be impossible to hit 
the U.S. holdings without affect­ 
ing the whole operation. This in 
turn would jeopardize an annual 
income to Iraq of $500 million. 
Syria is a minor oil exporter 
ami docs most of it all on its 
own with some help from Rus­ 
sian experts. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AH) - A 
controversial legislative battle 
over women’s rights hit an in­ 
conclusive delay Tuesday night

The 
House 
Commerce 
and 
Labor Committee unanimously 
decided to send the bills to a 
subcommittee for further study. 
The bills, sponsored by State 
Rep. Robert Manning, R-94 Ak­ 
ron. would repeal the state laws 
that limit a woman to a 40- 
hour work week and prohibit 
women from having to lift more 
than 25 pounds. Manning was 


appointed subcommittee chair­ 
man. 
The committee played to its 
third straight audience of more 
than 250 women urging passage 
of the repeal laws. Proponents 
argued that women are denied 
overtime pay and job seniority. 
The 
Federal 
Fair 
Employ­ 
ment act of 1964 specifically for­ 
bids employment discrimination 
on the basis of race, color or 
sex, but Ohio’s laws do not allow 
women to work overtime. Pro 
ponents argued that the laws 
must be repealed to bring Ohio 
into compliance with the feder­ 
al laws. 
Repeal of the Ohio legislation 


has been strongly opposed by 
the Ohio A FL - CIO. Warren 
Smith, state secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL-CIO, said his organ­ 
ization wants to await court rul­ 
ings on the issue. He said wom­ 
en’s child b e ar i n g functions 
would be “ seriously impaired” 
if the laws are repealed.

Labor Committee unanimously 
decided to send the bills to a 
subcommittee for further study. 
The bills, sponsored by State 
Rep. Robert Manning, R-94 Ak­ 
ron, would repeal the state laws 
that lim it a woman to a 40- 
hour work week and prohibit 
women from having to lift more 
than 25 pounds. Manning was 


appointed subcommittee chair­ 
man. 
The committee played to its 
third straight audience of more 
than 250 women urging passage 
of the repeal laws. Proponents 
argued that women are denied 
overtim e pay and job seniority. 
The 
Federal 
Fair 
Employ­ 
ment act of 1964 specifically for­ 
bids employment discrimination 
on the basis of race, color or 
sex, but Ohio’s laws do not allow 
women to work overtime. Pro 
ponents argued that the laws 
m ust be repealed to bring Ohio 
into compliance with the feder­ 
al laws. 
Repeal of the Ohio legislation 


has been strongly opposed by 
the Ohio AFL - CIO. W arren 
Smith, state secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL-CIO, said his organ­ 
ization wonts to awoit court rul­ 
ings on the issue.

OK, Vet Says 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— An 
Ohio State University poultry 
specialist and veterinarian, Dr. 
Clyde Marsh, says consumers 
need not fear a virus ailment 
known 
as “ chicken 
cancer” 
which affects some poultry. 
M arsh noted 
the 
concern 
which 
developed among some 
consumers 
over 
a 
proposed 
change in inspection standards 
for 
poultry. The 
change, 
if 
adopted by he U.S. Departm ent 
o* Agriculture, would have al­ 
lowed the sale of chicken parts 
from birds which demonstrated 
a virus infection called leukosis. 
Secretary of Agriculture Clif­ 
ford M. Hardin on Feb. 5 re­ 
jected the proposed change, say­ 
ing “ even though there is no 
known link between the poultry 
leukosis viruses and hum an dis­ 
ease, nor anv known hazard to 
human health, it is esthetically 
undesirable.” 
Dr. Marsh said the virus con­ 
demn 
in 
poultry has existed 
since 
1906 and 
is specific to 
poultry. “ There is no evidence 
of its 
transm ission 
to people 
who 
have handled 
or 
eaten 
poultry,” he said. 
He added that the tem pera­ 
ture. metabolism and tissues of 
people arc so different from 
those of poultry that there is no 
ris ib ility of the viruses being 
hosted by man. In addition, he 
said, viruses are destroyed dur­ 
ing cooking.

Taft insisted he had agreed 
to Rhodes’ proposal for a face- 
to-faee debate early last Decem­ 
ber. He said he suggested only 
that an additional half-hour of 
free television time be made 
available for newsmen or the 
listening audience.

MUNICH (AP) — Munich po­ 
lice today questioned four Arabs 
arrested after a grenade attack 
in the Munich airport on passen­ 
gers of an Israeli airliner.

Tuesday and the fourth was ar­ 
rested by police who cordoned 
off the airport to search for ac­ 
complices. 
Munich Police Chief Hermann 
Schreiber said officials were 
trying to determine the motive 
for the attack. He said police 
“cannot rule out” the possibility 
that the target was Assaf Day­ 
an, 24-year-old actor son of Is­ 
raeli Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan and a passenger on the 
plane. But the police added that 
as yet there was no firm evi­ 
dence to support that theory. 
Young Davan was not hurt. 
He was at a Munich hotel today 
under police guard, but police 
would not say which hotel. 
The attack killed one passen­ 
ger and wounded eleven other 
persons, including the three at­ 
tackers, the plane’s pilot and 
flight engineer, a policeman and 
two British passengers. 


Israeli officials said the dead 
passenger wats Arieh Katzen- 
stein, 32, of Haifa. His father, 
Heinz, 57. was among the six 
passengers injured. 
One of Israel’s leading ac­ 
tresses, Hanna Meron, was the 
most seriously injured person.

Kennan Urges 
U.S. Cutback 
Overseas 


GRANVILLE, Ohio (AP) - 
Former diplomat George I 
Kennan says America must cur- 
tail its commitments abroad if 
it is to solve a “profound” social 
crisis at home. 
The former ambassador to the 
Soviet Union delivered one of 
the Owens-Corning lectures at 
Denison 
University 
Tuesday 
night. 
He said solution of the prob­ 
lems of crime, inflation, racial 
injustice, 
urban deterioration 
and alienation of youth will re­ 
quire a major adjustment of 
our society. 
He called for a streamlining 
of this country’s policies “de­ 
signed to put us in a position 
where we can concentrate on 
the problem areas that are real 
ly important and stop wasting 
effort tm the ones that are not.” 
This process, Kennan said, 
has got to start with Vietnam. 
“ I am convinced that our part 
in this struggle has got to stop, 
and the sooner the better.” 
Some day, after America has 
out its own house in order, it 
once again may find a useful 
role in the world, he said. But 
for now, Kennan added, “ we 
must go over to the low key 
and mind our own interests.”

The two Republican candi­ 
dates for Ohio’s U.S. Senate 
seat traded charges Tuesday, 
while a Democratic senatorial 
candidate continued to criticize 
the Nixon administration. 
Rep. Robert Taft Jr. told 
newsmen his opponent, Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, “has seldom 
taken a position on any sub­ 
ject.” He said Rhodes had 
“backed out” of a face-to-face 
debate during the primary cam­ 
paign. 
Taft was replying to a state­ 
ment Rhodes made at a news 
conference earlier in the day rn 
which he accused the Cincinnati 
Congressman of scuttling the 
debate. 
Rhodes said he wanted a “true 
debate,” while Taft wanted to 
set up a town-forum type of for­ 
mat. He said Taft’s “indecision 
destroyed the value of debate 
in this campaign.” 
Taft insisted he had agreed 
to Rhodes’ proposal for a face- 
to-face debate early last Decem­ 
ber. He said he suggested only 
that an additional half-hour of 
free television time be made 
available for newsmen or the 
listening audience. 
He added — apparently with 
tongue in cheek—that he was 
willing to let the governor select 
a substitute to do his debating 
and let Rhodes eliminate any 
topic he doesn’t want to debate. 
Meanwhile, Howard Metzen- 
baum, a Cleveland business- 
man-attorney who is seeking the 
Democratic senatorial nomina­ 
tion, said President Nixon’s pro­ 
posed consumer protection pro­ 
gram is a “charade.” 
He told a Democratic gather­ 
ing in Mansfield that the pro­ 
posed 1971 Consumer Affairs 
Department budget of $810,000 
would amount to about one-third 
of a cent per person. 
“This is another example of 
where the administration fails 
to put real money behind its 
glossy words,” he said. 
While Metzenbaum spoke in 
Mansfield, Gov. Rhodes told a 
Harrison County Lincoln Day 
dinner in Freeport that the Nix­ 
on administration is trying to 


eliminate waste in government, 
“and 
we 
are working 
with 
him.” 
“I know from our experience 
at the state level that economy 
in government is possible if 
you work at it,” Rhodes said. 
He estimated that reorganiza­ 
tion of major federal programs 
could save taxpayers $3 billion 
to $5 billion a year. 
Atty. Gen. Paul W. Brown, a 
Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor, said in Lima Tuesday 
night police should have the 
authority to use wire-tapping in 
all cases where the public in­ 
terest is involved. 
Speaking to the Fraternal Or­ 
der of Police, Brown said he 
thinks legal wire-tap evidence 
would be particularly helpful in 
cutting down crimes involving 
organized racketeering and il­ 
licit drug traffic.

Despite the 15 per cent b oost 
in b enefits this year, therefore, 
a couple who relied solely on .So­ 
cial Security would b e in serious 
financial straits and very likely 
a candidate for welfare.

Departm ent’s moderate retire­ 
ment 
b udgets 
which 
show 
monthly living costs of 
$600 
in 
Boston.

In 
Indianapolis. 
$496 in Dallas and S545 in San 
Francisco. 
Since these b udgets were pub ­ 
lished in 1967, living ex penses 
have risen b y 12 per cent, b ut 
medicare has taken over much 
of the medical ex penses of the 
elderly, so the two factors tend 
to offset each other. 


The discrepancy b etween b en­ 
efits and needs is not the result 
of oversight or error on the part 
of the federal government, of 
course. The simple ex planation 
is that Social Security is a sup­ 
plement rather than a complete 
pension.

(AP)—Papa Doc is playing his 
tune in a low key these days, 
and tourists are coming back to 
this poorest nation in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. 
Papa Doc is formally known 
as Francois Duvalier, "presi­ 
dent for life.” 
The political atmosphere has 
changed considerably from the 
early 
’60s when exiles from 
without and enemies from with­ 
in threatened the dictatorial re­ 
gime. 
Then armed civilians, called 
"Tontons 
Macoute” 
in 
the 
Creole patois of Haiti, roamed 
the country, killing and beating 
up people at whim. These "bog­ 
eymen” 
ranged 
from 
street 
thugs to Cabinet ministers and 
were loyal to Duvalier. 
They are rarely seen now, ex­ 
cept when Papa Doc leaves the 
National Palace. Then several 
carloads follow him as b od y­ 
guards. 
"There is definitely less use of 
terror than before,” says one 
foreign 
diplomat. 
"Duvalier 
doesn’t have much active oppo­ 
sition any more. They’re dead, 
in exile or just quiet.” 
One of the best known ac­ 
counts of happenings in Haiti is 


the novel "The Comedians,” by 
Graham 
Greene. 
He 
wrote 
about a hotel owner in Port au 
Prince and his experiences with 
government spies, blood-thirsty 
Tontons macoute and weird voo­ 
doo rites. 
"Everything that was in ‘The 
Comedians’ was true in 1963,” 
says 
an 
American resident, 
"but not any longer.’ 
However, Papa Doc is not tak­ 
en lightly. He has the last word 
over everything the government 
does. He could, if he chose, un­ 
leash the same types of violence 
that the country experienced in 
previous years. 
Duvalier seems to be making 
a determined effort to attract 
more 
tourists 
because 
they 
bring foreign exchange and cre­ 
ate new jobs. 
The average per capita in- j 
come is $70 a year. The illitera- j 
c y rate is 90 per cent. Most of J 
the farming is done at a subsist-1 
ence level. Only about 100,000 of 
the country’s estimated 3.7 mil­ 
lion residents are said to be em­ 
ployed in regular jobs. 
Rumors of imminent inva­ 
sions by Haitian exiles in the 
Dominican 
Republic, 
which 
shares the island of Hispaniola, 
circulate frequently. 
"An ant walks down the steps 
of the National Palace and a 


block away it becomes an ele­ 
phant,” says one diplomat of 
the rumormongering. 
Despite the occasional scare 
or exaggerated report, the gov­ 
ernment says it issued 16,142 
tourist cards in 1969, twice as 
many as two or three years ago. 
At times some hotels report full 
bookings, once a rare thing.
